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Narberth Schools Have the 
Greatest Enrollment Ever 

Principal JVilson Presents Comprehensive 
Report at Monthly Board Meeting: 



The Board of Education held 
its stated meeting- on Monday, 
September •~ ,( .). with all members 
present at roll call. After the re- 
port of the treasurer and of the 
property and instruction commit- 
tees had been received, Principal 
Wilson submitted a detailed re- 
port of matters connected with 
the opening of the school as fol- 
lows: 

The enrollment in the school is 
larger than ever before, the total 
number at the present time being 
<i?4, an increase of 62 over last 
year's enrollment for the same pe- 
riod. The distribution of pupils 
is as follows: First grade, T? ; 
second grade, ??; third grade, VI; 
fourth grade, C9 ; fifth grade, 07; 
sixth grade, 68 ; seventh grade, T(i ; 
e ; ghth grade, Tti ; ninth grade, 42. 
The junior high school has an in- 
creased membership of 42 over 
that of last year. According to 
the official enumerator, 830 pupils 
of legal age, 6 to Hi, reside in the 
borough, 48 of whom attend pri- 
vate schools. 155 parochial schools 
and 52 Lower Merion High 
School. 

Owing to an excess of pupils 
from the south side in attendance 
at Lower Merion High School, it 
has been found necessary to make 
a temporary transfer of a number 
of pupil* 'iving near the P. R. R. 
nation to a bus leaving the sta- 
tion at 8.15. 

All teachers with the exception 
cf Miss Fluck who, because of ill- 
ness was unable to report, re- 
ported for duty on September 8. 
The list for the present school 
vear is as follows: 

First grade— Miss Wetherill 
and Miss Fox. 

Second grade- •'Miss Wood- 
worth and Miss Ferguson. 

Third grade— Miss Watts and 
Miss Fluck. 

Fourth grade— Miss Hoak and 
Miss Holloway. 

Fifth grade — Miss Hoover and 
Miss Timlin. 

Sixth grade— Miss Worth and 
Miss McKay. 

Junior high school — Misses 
Jenkins, Tyson, Eckbert. Munro 
and Mr. Oerlein. 

Special teachers— Miss Speak - 
man, music; Miss Church, physi- 
cal education; Miss Jantzen, art; 
Miss Maher, health. 

In the junior high school Miss 
Jenkins' work includes English 
and civics: Miss Tyson. Latin and 
English; Miss Eckbert. French 
and geography; Miss Munro, 
mathematics and history; Miss 
Eames, sewing, cooking and gen- 
eral science, and Mr. Oerlein, his- 
tory and mathematics and ath- 
letics for boys. 

Four teachers attended summer 
school. Misses Hoover, M-cKay 
and Munro at Columbia, and Miss 
Maher at State College, Reports 
from the colleges show that all 
did very creditable work. Three 
of these teachers were given 
scholarships oy the board who 
hope, by offering this assistance 
annually, to encourage other 
teachers to do advanced work 
along such lines as will keep our 
schools in cjose touch with the 
forward trend in education. 

During the month fire drills 
were held in both buildings. A 
fire squad has been organized 
among the older boys who will 
have general charge of the dismis- 
sal of the classes during the fire 
drill period. 

The alterations in the lunch 
room have not only added to the 
appearance of this department but 
have greatly facilitated the serv- 
ice. From 200 to 250 pupils are 
served on pleasant days and as 
many as 350 have been served on 
stormy days. 

Two groups of pupils in the 
Eighth and Ninth Grades have 
been organized on the Daltpn plan 
of education. This plan differs 
from ordinary class-room proce^ 
dure by its emphasis of the iridr 
vidual type of instruction. Assign 
ments of work extending over 
periods of a week to a. month are 
made instead of the customary

Fire Prevention Week, a national 
movement, will again be observed 
this year in Narberth. Plans are 
tinder wav for a concerted effort be- 
ginning Monday of next week and 
ending Saturday, in which the en- 
tire community will join. 

On Fire Prevention Day, next 
Thursday, there will be special exer- 
cises at the school in the morning, 
at which the need for care will be 
demonstrated. Members of the 
Narberth Fire Department, in uni- 
form, will call at the homes in the 
borough and will distribute cards 
containing valuable information on 
fire prevention. 

These cards particularly empha- 
size the danger of accumulated in- 
flammable waste in the home, and 
urge that householders clean out 
any such refuse. Street Commis- 
sioner Suplee has announced that 
his department will co-operate by 
collecting the rubbish. 

This will be done, he states, at 
the first of the regular winter ash 
collections, which will be made be- 
ginning on October 13. The prob- 
lem of disposal will thus be solved. 

The movement in Narberth is 
under the direction of a Citizen's 
Committee, appointed this week by 
Burgess Carl B. Metzger. The com- 
mittee is composed of Dr. Leroy A. 
King, chairman ; Mr. A. Perry 
Redifer, Mr. L. H. Trotter, Mr. 
Hugh W. Brown, Mr. George H. 
Wilson and Mr. Philip A. Living- 
ston. Burgess Metzger is ex-officio 
a member of the committee. In 
addition, everyone in the community 
is considered a part of the commit- 
tee to push the work. 

Mr. A Perry Reidfer, president 
of the Fire Company, has appointed 
the following committee : C. V. 
Noel, chairman ; E. H. Wipf, F. C. 
Patten, Walter Cowin and Arthur 
Banfield. 

Special emphasis will be placed 
on the clearing of vacant lots, to 
prevent the many annoying and 
dangerous field fires which occur 
(hiring the fall and winter. Owners 
of such lots are urged to cut down 
and burn the weeds, and to burn 
off the dry grass with an adequate 
guard to prevent spreading. 

As a warning to motorists the 
Ardmore Chamber of Commerce 
recently issued a statement remind- 
ing them that they can best observe 
Fire Prevention Week by keeping 
as far away from fires as possible. 

"Curiosity," says the statement, 
"impels many drivers to trail the 
fire engines or, sometimes, to beat 
them to the scene of the fire. This 
is not only dangerous to the motor- 
ists, but renders the tasks of the 
firemen more difficult. In many 
cities collisions have occurred be- 
tween fire trucks and automobiles 
whose drivers tried to get to the fire 
first. 

"The firemen may be relied upon 
to do their best to extinguish a fire 
as quickly as possible. Every sec- 
ond counts. Frequently many sec- 
onds are lost because of the curi : 
ous motorists crowding the Streets. 
The Insurance Department of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the Unit- 
ed States has called our attention to 
a recent large fire in Washington at 
which the chief of the fire depart- 
ment was forced to leave his cai 
three blocks from the burning 
building because of the people and 
automobiles that blocked his way." 
"The duty of motorists is Obvi- 
ous. When you hear the warning 
from the fire trucks draw up to the 
curb and let them pass. Don't trail 
the trucks. Don't go to the fire. 
Keep away from it and give the fire- 
men a clear field. No one knows 
whether the fire will be confined to 
one building or cover the entire 
block. In either case you will be 
in the way. In many cases the ex- 
tent of the loss will depend largely 
upon your co-operation. And it 
might be your building that is 
threatened or is burning." 

It is well to remember in what a 
large degree fire loss is preventable 
and to consider how it may be cur- 
tailed. It is imperative . tfiat we 

shouid heed '..and let us understand 
clearly the reasons. In 1 921 it stood 
at $485,000,000 ; by 1922 it has risen 
to $506,541,000, while. the destruc- 
tion last year conservatively estfe

Hugh \V. Brown, one of Nar- 
berth's best known citizens, meml er 
of the Borough Council and a well 
known Philadelphia business man, 
will be the first president of the new 
Narberth National Bank. 

Mr. Brown was chosen to head 
the new financial institution at a 
meeting of the stockholders held 
Wednesday night. Other officers 
were also elected. Charles E. 
Kremer, of Essex avenue, and a 
Philadelphia business man, will be 
vice president. The following will 
compose the Board of Directors.

Frank A. Cabeen, Jr., business 
man, Haverford. 

James K. Stone, business man, 
St. Davids. 

W. A. L. Barker, business man 
and president of the Board of Com- 
missioners of Lower Merion Town- 
ship, Gladwyn.

Thus it will be seen that of the 
13 officers of the new bank, nine, 
including the president and vice 
president, are residents of Narberth, 
and all of them are more or., less 
actively associated with the interests 
and welfare of the borough. 

At the Wednesday night meeting 
Victor D. Abel, the Philadelphia 
architect, who is also a resident of 
Narberth, and who had been select- 
ed as architect for the new bank 
building, .submitted his design, plans 
and general specifications for the 
new structure. 

The Narberth National Bank will 
occupy the site at the corner of 
Haverford and Essex avenues, now 
occupied by the garage. Mr. Abel's 
plans call for a two-story brick 
building of colonial style ; the first 
floor to be occupied by the bank and 
the second to be divided into offices 
which will be rented.. The new 
home of the bank will be a very 
attractive building and a decided 
architectural asset to the commun- 
ity- 

Within the next three weeks it is 
hoped that the details of the specifi- 
cations will have been completed. 
Estimates will then be asked for the 
construction of the building, and 
soon thereafter the contract will be 
awarded. Actual construction will 
be started as soon as possible, and 
while the work will go ahead as 
fast as weather conditions will per- 
mit, the uncertainty of the latter 
makes it impossible at this time to 
fix a date for the completion of the 
structure. The approximate date of 
the opening of the new bank will be 
announced later.

daily assignments. The usual for- 
mal daily recitation is omitted but 
daily conferences are held be- 
tween teacher and pupil. Pupils 
complete the problem or project 
assigned to them without refer- 
ence to other pupils' rate of prog- 
ress. When work is completed 
some form of test is applied to 
assure the instructor that the 
pupil has done his work correctly. 
I'nder this plan the pupil organi- 
zes his own work and plans his 
method of handling it. Through 
this independent effort he must 
develop judgment, self-reliance 
and initiative it he carries through 
his work to successful completion, 
(liven responsibility the pupil 
seeks the best way of achieving it. 
At present the trial of the plan is 
limited to a few pupils who have 
already given conclusive evidence 
of unusual mental ability and 
power of application. A recom- 
mendation to the Board for its 
further extension to other divi- 
sions of the school will be made 
if, after further study of the plan 
and careful evaluation of the re- 
sults obtained from this group, it 
is found advisable to make the 
change.

DECLARED AN EXPENSE 

Street Association Believes Paved 
Roads Pay Cost. 

The Narberth Street Improve- 
ment Association, composed of peo- 
ple who are working for the pas- 
sage of the Borough Bond closure 
for street paving, this week brought 
forth a new argument in favor of 
their project. 

"Last Monday afternoon," their 
statement declares, "a resident of 
Narberth was driving his car in the 
heavy rain storm on an unpaved 
section of Woodbine avenue. Sud- 
denly his front wheels sunk in up 
to the hubs. Fortunately he was 
going slowly and no damage result- 
ed, but it was necessary for him to 
hire a garage service car to come to 
pull him out. 

"The association believes that this 
accident which befell a Narberth 
man is a matter of interest to the 
entire community. It happened, by 
the way, that the man who got 
stuck in the mud is a resident on a 
paved street. Can it be said that he 
was out of luck and out of pocket 
and dismiss it at that ? 

"The expense of pulling that 
man's car out of the muddy street, 
according to the Street Improve- 
ment Association's belief, would 
have much more than paid that in- 
dividual taxpayer's share of the 
interest charge on the Bond Issue. 
This incident illustrates that the un- 
paved streets of Narberth are stead- 
ily levying a tax on the residents of 
the borough. It is a tax which is 
not fairly distributed and which 
some people have to pay by accident 
and which others escape by acci- 
dent. 

"The Street Improvement people 
believe that a majority of the voters 
prefer to recognize that the neces- 
sity for improved streets is a mat- 
ter of common interest and common 
obligation and that it is a bad thing 
for property values and for the 
good name Qf the borough to per- 
mit the present condition to con- 
tinue. 

"This Bond Issue Proposal is not 
asking the borough to adopt a new 
policy or to provide for certain in- 
dividuals something which has not 
been provided for others in the 
past. Practically all of the streets 
in the borough have been paved out 
of public funds. A severe depletion 
of the borough treasury some years 
■ago made it necessary to discon- 
tinue that practice before all of the 
streets had been provided for. The 
residents on the unpaved streets 
have since then been contributing 
steadily in their tax payments to- 
ward paying for pavements on the 
previously paved streets. The 
treasury of the borough is now in 
a better condition and the residents 
on the unpaved streets feel that the 
time has come when their streets 
should be cared for in the same way 
that the others have been. There 
is no other way by which the Nar- 
berth street improvement problem 
can be solved in fairness to every- 
one."

mated by the Actuarial Bureau of 
the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers, the official agency for the 
collection and tabulation of fire loss 
now approximates $508,000,000. In 
addition more than 15,000 lives are 
lost each year by fires, most of the 
victims are women and little chil- 
dren. It has also been found fires 
occur in American homes at the rate 
of 359 every 24 hours — a fresh out- 
break every four minutes. At least 
three out of four need not start, for 
they are due to direct carelessness 
and ignorance — both correctible. 

The effect of this fire waste is re- 
flected in every phase of our econo- 
mic life, and enters into everything 
we make or buy. 

During Fire Prevention Week, 
therefore, every conceivable means 
stiorrlfl be used- to acquaint 4hepubx- 
Hc with the enormity of this drain 
and with the fact that it represents, 
in the truest sense of absolute waste, 
wealth permanently withdrawn 
from the country's resources. 
Everyone should be made familiar 
with the common fire hazards, and 
the ways and means for removing 
or guarding against them indelibly 
impressed upon the minds of all. 

Each and every one is asked to 
help in this noble and educational 
work and throw their weight in se- 
curing the largest possible effective- 
ness for Fire Prevention Week.
